Care ol tho Scalp 

Among (he minor ills—those, 
namely, which do not Uneaten life 
or impair physical t-fflcieucy—there 
is perhaps none that occasions more 
distress than the vat ions troubles 
that effect the hair of the head 
" A wain in’s glory is her halt,” 
and mail's would bo his if he could 
only keep it ! In most cases he 
could keep it if he would only hegln- 
to care for it soon enough, but good 
hair is like good health; we seldom 
appieciate It or think of meaus fot 
preserving it until it begins to de¬ 
part, and then it is often too lute. 

Many of the troubles* with our 
hair—lack of lustre, britt'eness, 
dandruff, thinning or actual bald¬ 
ness—come primarily from lack of 
nutrition. The skin of the solap, 
unlike the skin of the rest of the 
body, is stretched over a bony snr- 
f ice. so that its blood supply imjst 
be brought from a distance ali i is 
almost completely shut off by pres 
sure against the skull such as made 
by the rim of a man’s straw hat or 
his derby. The stiff hat, by the 
way, is undoubtedly tlte main reason 
that so many more men than women 
grow bald The instances of bald 
ness in women can usually be ex 
plained by lack of care or by neg¬ 
lect of spine disease of the scalp 

The great thing in caring for the 
scalp is to, maintain a good supply 
of blood for nourishing the hair 
bulbs. Massage—that is, vigorous 
rubbing night and morning combin¬ 
ed with pinching the scalp between 
thumb and forefinger--—will help 
gieatly. If that is done faithfully 
from early life, a tnan may. if he 
avoids the s'iff hat, not only pre. 
serve his hair bnt also retard or 
prevent its becoming gray 

Shampooing the healthly scalp 
beyond what is necessary for clean 
liness—once everv we k or fort- 
night—is harmful There is no¬ 
thing better for the shampoo than 
tincture of green soap After the 
washing, the hair should be tltor 
onghly rinsed in cool or cold water, 
and then a very little yellow vase 
line or a mixture of vaseline and 
lanolin should be rubber into the 
roots When the scalp has been 
neglected the hair may become dry 
and lack lustre. For that condi¬ 
tion a pomade of equal parts of 
cittine ointment, yellow vaseline 
and lanolin is useful. A little of 
the- mixture well rubber into the 
roots at night once a week or so 
and washed on! with a shampoo of 
tincture of gr»«n soap in the morn¬ 
ing will often bring back the na¬ 
tural beauty of the hair.

A Hen Mill Ministry. 

It- will doubtless surprise many 
people to learn that fot more than 
flftv years,-missionaries have been 
working among the deaf in the dio 
oese of Newark, supplying a real 
need in the lives of a class of people 
whose infirmity deprives them of the 
privilege of religious worship, save 
through specially Hilapted meaus 

The fiist services for the deaf iu 
New Jersey were held in St. Paul’s 
Church, Paterson, in 1872, by the 
Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D D , the 
founder of Church work among the 
deaf in the United Stales. He hail 
established St. Anti’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes iu New York City In 
1852. .So successful was this ven 
turn of faith that iu a lew years Dr. 
Gallaudet was holding \servio*s lor 
the deaf in uumerous places outside 
of New Yotk Then tlte Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes was incur ■ 
pointed with a more extensive field 
or operation than St. Ann’s Church, 
embracing practically the entire 
region east Of I he Mississippi River 
ami bringing the light of the Gospel 
and the ministrations of the Churon 
to several thousand deaf mutes 
Tlte wotk has since spread ov- r tlte 
entire country, and twenty ordain¬ 
ed deaf clergymen are ministering 
to their fellow deaf under their 
Bishops and diocesan authorities. 
The pioneer society uow confines 
its work to the Dioceses of New 
York, Newark and Long Island. 

Dr. Galandet died in 1902 H ud 
was succeeded as Viear of Si. Ann’s 
Church for tlte Deaf, and General 
Manager of the Church Mission to 
Deaf Mutes by Itis co-worker, toe 
Rev. John Chamberlain, D.D. For 
forly nine years this faithful priest 
ministered to the deaf. Services 
were held regularly on the first ami 
thitd Sundays of the month m Ttin- 
ity Chtttoh, New irk, and a St 
Patti’s Church, Paterson. Much was 
done In the way of visiting the sick, 
relieving the wahts of the poor and 
distressed, finding work for the nit 
employed anti in various forms of 
social and welfare work. 

On the death of Dr. Chamberlain 
in 1921, his assistant, the Rev. 
Joint H. Kent, a deaf clergyman 
was placed in charge of the work 
A survey of the Diocese of Newark 
showed several hundred deaf mutes 
residing within its boundaries. , To 
concentiate and make more efficient 
the work, Mr Kent organized a so 
oiety among the deaf known as St. 
Thomas’ Mission. Its aims were to 
interest the deaf In tlte Chinch, to 
provide more frequent opportunities 
for worship, to look after the sick 
aud destitute and find work for the 
unemployed and to take care of the 
aged and infirm, aqd through social 
gatherings, lectures and entertain 
ments to bring into tbeir lives the 
social privileges and amenities that 
are a part of every well organized 
parish and are of far morn impor¬ 
tance in the work among the deaf, 
owing to the limitations imposed ou 
them by their infirmity. In this 
work he has been ably assisted by 
deaf lay met), notably Mr. R. M. 
Robertson, of Arlington, Mr. A. L 
Thomas and Mr. John Ward, of 
Newark, who are untiring in their 
efforts to promote the welfare of 
they - fellow deaf. Tlte ladies have 
organized an auxiliary under Mrs 
George Witsolilef and Mrs. Johu 
Ward. A branch of tlte society is 
in Paterson under the leadership of 
Mr. William Atkinson and meets at 
St. Paul’s Church and another 
branch is at St. Mary’s Church, 
Jetsey City. Not the least of the 
aim- of the society is the building 
of a Church and Community Center 
for the deaf of the diocese 
Through their own efforts they have 
accumulated a fuud of over a thous¬ 
and dollars toward this object. 

At the churches named,Mr. Kent 
maintains a regular schedule of 
services supplemented by a variety 
of pastoral iniuisti aliens At Trinity 
Church servib-s are held ou the first 
and third Sundays of the month at 
three o'clock, the Holj' Communion 
heiug celebrated on the third Sun¬ 
day. At St Paul’s Church, Pater 
soil, the Holy Communiou is cele 
brated on tlte third Sunday at 10:30 
a m., Htrd St. Mary’s Church, Jersey 
City, Holy Communion on the se¬ 
cern! Sunday, at 10.30; evening pray¬ 
er on tlii»*fl Sunday at 8 P.M The 
chief difficulty is that the deaf are 
widely scattered, one here and oue 
there, so that much of the work as¬ 
sumes the character of a mission to 
individuals. The missionary 


through calls and services in homes 
whete only two or* three can he 
gathered together, tri^s to bring the 
Church to them. 

Another difficulty is findiDg suit¬ 
able places for the lectures and so¬ 
cial gatherings. In a busy parish, 
such as Trinity, there are few occa¬ 
sions when the Parish Honse can he 
placed at the disposal of the deaf, 
so rooms have to ’he rented else¬ 
where and not. always, in suitable 
locations. These (gatherings, from 
which the deaf derive so much pro¬ 
fit and pleasure, are not held asoften 
as they should he, heennse of the ex¬ 
pense involved. 

The services are held in the sign- 
language, the natural language of 
the deaf. Contrary to popular he- 
H p f. this language is not h conglo¬ 
meration of arhitrarv gestures, bnt 
a living, growing language, closely 
approaching Latin in Its simplicity, 
logical order and arrangement It 
is capable of expressing anything 
th'U can he expressed bv the spoken 
nr written word The Praver Rook 
services of the Church adapt them¬ 
selves readily to translation in this 
beautiful and expressive sign lan¬ 
guage Without it the deaf wontd 
he barred ftom intelligent partici¬ 
pation in public worship and from 
quick and easy intercourse with 
their fellow deaf Tt has lifted the 
terrible burden of silence 

With the care of several hundred 
deaf mutes scattered over a radius 
of a hundred miles, in the three dio¬ 
ceses; with St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf Mutes on Washington Heights, 
New York Citv, of which he Is Vicar 
snd which is the center of the social 
and religions work among the deaf, 
Mr Kent finds time to devote to the 
deaf in New Jersey,- though not as 
much as he desires The hamper¬ 
ing restrictions are lack of fnnda 
for travelling expenses and social 
work. Still much progress of a per¬ 
manent character has been made. 
Directly and indirectly the Church 
throngli its silent missionary reach¬ 
es the many deaf without, the dio¬ 
cese and is a wholesome, necessary 
and npBfHng influence in their 
lives — Newark Churchman. 

The Treasures ol Yuchiuu 

When Yucatan is mentioned the 
average person thiuks of chew¬ 
ing gum or hinder twine, for that ia 
where chicle and sisal come from, 
but to Lady Richmond Brown, a 
hardy British traveler, the name 
of the flat topped promontory jutt¬ 
ing out into the gulf jnat below the 
Isthmus of Tehattnteyes, brings up 
visions of buried treasure—of gold 
and silver, carved jade and 
precious stones. 

Consequently, Lady Richmond is 
about to lake a ship and return to 
Ceutral America, to British 
Honduras, ju«l south of the juuglea 
to Yucatan, where she has leased 
70,000 acres and hopes to unearth 
rich relics of th* ancient civilization 
of the Mayas. 

Lady Richmond dreams of 
treasure-trove, but others actually 
have found it. 

Dr Thomas Gaun, an old 
resident of British Honduras, who 
has done considerable arohinologicat 
work, and Dr. Sylvanus Morley of 
Carnegie Institute, an authority on 
the Mayan glyphs, not only un¬ 
covered some ruins of what were 
stately palaces aud temples, but 
have brought to light jewel, aud 
workings iu precious metals. 

Yucatan, Dr. Gann reveals in 
a book just off the preas, is a land 
without rivers. Tlte only drinkable 
water is found in peculiar oeuotes, 
deep cold pools ill tlte limestone, 
which underlies the soil of Ilia whole 
peniusula. 

There was an ancient legend, 
which explorers learned from the 
Sant a Cruz Indiaus, the descendants 
of the ancient Mayas, that offerings 
of gold and jewels and sometimes 
young girls were thrown into these 
deep pools. 

These tales were regarded aa 
myths until Gaun and Morley 
drallied him! dredged tlte great 
ceuote of sacrifice and found oaived 
jade, beads, jewels aud gold work, 
a large mass of which was sent to 
enrich the Peabody museum collec¬ 
tion at Harvard. 

Lady Richmond may recover 
wealth iu gold and jewels, but if 
she can add to the almost unknown 
history of the Mayas she will have 
better sArved mankind.— Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal,
